The people of Cioverport felt another |

severe grip of winter lust Friday night
wacn a slight spow began falling early
i the evening accompanied by severely
cold wind and at midoight the mercury
had gone away below sero. Saturday
morping the private thermometers were
registering twelve and fourteen below
at different places aronnd town.

Every cold wave is saidlo be the
Ggorst ever'' but the ope last week has
not been surpassed this winter,

Saturday the zero wenther was made
more intense by the biting wind which
prevailed making it almost impossible
to keep the hom:s and business houses
warm even if there was plenty of coal,

There were only two passepger trains
during the day. The afterncon and
evening trains Nos. 14l and 145 were
annulled and the morning West bound
traln which is due at 10:57 & m,, ar-
rived at 5 o'clock in the afternoon; the
other morning East bound train due at
9:16, came in about 3 o'clock that afe
ternoon.

There was a slight rise in the tem-
pature Sunday and snow began falling
again Sunday night at six o'clock and
continued falling all day Monday.

The ground has pot been entirely un-
covered with spow since the seventh
day of December, 117,

The Ohio river at this point has been
frozen over fur three weeks. It was
solid enough Friday for a leam of lwo
mules and & wagon to cross from To-
binsport to this side.

INCOME TAX OFFIGER IN
THS CITY 5. 18-23

Will Have His Headquarters at

Court House in Hardinsburg
| Heavy Penalty for Those who
Fail to See Him.

Ina communication received by this
paper, Collector of luternal Revenue, |
Josh T Griffith of Owensboro, Kentucky
'announces that a Federal Income Tax
officer will be sent into this County on
Feb 11, 1918 and will be here until Feb.
16, 1918, Mie will have his office in Court
Illmlse in Hoardinsburg, Ky , and will be
there every day rendy and willing to
help persotis subject to the Income Tax,
make out their returns without any cost
1o them for his services, This officer
will be at Cloverport, Ky , from Feb I8,
to Feb 23, 1918,

The Collector of Iuternal Revenue
estimates there will be 615 taxpayers in
this County.

Returns of Income for the year 17,
be made on forms provided for the pur.
pose before March 1, 1918 Because a
good many people don't understan ] the
law and won't kuow how to make out
their returns, the Government is sending
in this expert to do 1t for them, But
the duty ison the taxpayer to make him-
self known to the Govermment, If he
doesn’t make return as required before
March 1, 19i8, he may have to pay a
penaity ranging from $20 to $1000, pay
a fine or go to jatl. So if you do not
not want to take chances on going to
juil, vou had better call on the Income Tax
man  If you are not sure about -being
subject to the tax, better ask him and
make sure, Whether you see the In-
come tax man or not, you must make
return if subject to the tax,

Of course, persons resident in other
Counties may, if they want to, come and
see the Income tax man who will be at
Cloverport and Hardinsburg, Ky,

The Collector suggests that everybody
start figuring up now his Income Tax
and expenses, 50 as to be ready with the
figures when the Expert arrives, Kxe
penses, however, don't mean family ex-
penses, money used to pay off the princi
pal of a debt, new machinery, buildings,
or any thing like that They mean
what you spend in making your mouney
interest, taxes paid, hired belp, amount
paid for goods sold, seed, stock hought
for feeding, rent (except for your own
dwelling), ete, Income includes ubout
every dollar you get,

quires the supreme sacrifice, Wkile I may not individually
accomplish much, I trust that my sction may at least exempli-
fy the sincere purpose and worthy sentiment of a true Ken-
tuckian,

Nestled as my rural country and district are, safely inland,
where the real results of the war are and will be last and least
felt, where resultant high prices and **money getting’” seem to
somewhat overshadow the seriousness of the world wide situa-
tion and our duties, I am impressed that there should be great-
er willingness to volunteer and less effort to escape the draft,
and more active and earnest co-operation by our citizenship
with the government, 1 think it is, by far, wiser und safer
for us to promptly aid our allies, possibly preventing their de-
feat and & subsequent newly-aligned assault upon or invasion
of our own country, which is now and will continue a most in-
viting prize to s bankrupt and hungry world. At least, I be-
lieve our country and every citizen should throw full weight
into the struggle thereby finally securing and supporting real
“Peace for All," founded on “Punishment of Wrong and
Eternal Right” not *‘German Might,’’ and France and Belgium
will be indemnified. War to us bas heretofore largely meant
oppression, invasion, violence to our persons and homes and
real contact with the enemy. The United States of toduy is
too big for this, As with the individual, so is the pation: the
smaller units make nnd characterize the grestest one, and re-
sponsibilites increase with position, accomplishments and pos-
sessions, Today, in our pational grandeur, we are charged
with corresponding responsibilities to our strength, enlighten-
ment and blessings, and we undoubtedly lead the world; and,
in a way, are largely able to secure its ultimate preservation
or to permit continued chaotic struggle. As for me, rather
than chance or wait, 1 dm willing to meet the *‘selfmade’ en-
emies of all mankind on their own grounds, those brutal in-
vaders of Belgium and France, the assailants and fiendish per.
secutors of defenseless women and children, the desecrators of
homes and happy places, men with orders from a power-intox.
icated military genius, but without pity or personal honor and
thirsting for human blood. All through time, virile men bave
offered their lives in defense of their countries, but now is un
opportunity to fight offensively for the preservation of our se-
